On a bad day, he answers the 
phone 1,344 times. 

His favorite movie stars are 
Gloria Swanson, Greta Garbo 
and Jean Harlow. 

In typical movie star fashion, 
he refuses to reveal his age. 

He’s Miguel Nicasio, the 
switchboard operator at Chaffey 
College. 

Nicasio has been rythmically 
repeating, “Chaffey College ... 
thank you,” throughout the day 
for the last 10 years, his fingers 
skipping over the lighted board 
in front of him, stopping 
occasionally to smoke a 
Marlboro. 

Nicasio says he “absolutely”’ 
considers himself to be a 
glamorous person, like the 
screen legends posing on black- 
and-white posters on the wall 
behind him. 

What is glamour? 

“Beautiful clothes, nice 
surroundings, which you know 
we don’t have here,” he said. 


Nicasio has seen alot go on 
through his little window directly 
across the hall from college 
President Jerry Young’s office in 
the last 10 years, including a 
couple of changes in presidents. 

He was recently elected 
president of the college’s non- 
teaching employees association. 

“’d like to think it’s because 
they have faith in me,” he said, 
although he admitted his 
visibility in a goldfish bowl of an 
office does make him 
accessible. 

Nicasio said he applied for his 
job on a dare from another 
employee, while he was a part- 
time student at Chaffey College. 

He competed with 12 other 
applicants, and when he learned 
he had the job, his response was 
“oh s——-—, you’re kidding,” he 
said.

As she grew up, she began to 


learn more about the history of 
the islands and its dances. 

The Hula, which comes from 
the island of Hawaii, was used 
in ancient times to teach the 
history and customs of the 
islands. The dance is an 
expression of the eyes and 
face, the graceful movement of 
the hands and the rhythmic 
swing of the hips, all 
coordinated into one smooth 
flowing picture of grace and 
charm, she said. 

Tahitian dancing is a fast, 
simple, sexy movemeat, 
swishing to the beat of the 
drum. 

Maoris were early explorers 
from New Zealand who traveled 
to the Hawaiian Islands and 


Tahiti via canoe. Their dances 
reflect the rocking of the 
canoes, Rich said. 

Samoan dancing isa 
combination of rhythm and 
timing. Many instruments are

His most memorable call was 
from a woman who threatened to 
commit suicide if her husband 
didn’t come out of class and talk 
to her. 

He passed her on to the 
records Office. 

In addition to answering the 
telephone, Nicasio is also 
responsible for monitoring the 
campus police radio, helping 
people with long-distance calls 
and giving campus information 
to anyone who asks. 

He said he doesn’t really have 
any hobbies, but works part-time 
in a flower shop. 

He gave up his passion for 
clothes-shopping when that got 
too expensive.

Nicasio transferred a call. 

“You gotta be kidding, lady,” 
he said after the call was 
patched through. ‘‘! don’t take 
messages.”’

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Majority of Upland High 
teachers won’t move

The majority of Upland High 
School teachers decided 
Tuesday to stay at the high 
school rather than transfer to 
other jobs in the wake of Upland 
schools’ unification. 

As of the 4 p.m. deadline 


retire, and two who didn’t turn in 
letters indicating their choice by 
the deadline. Teachers who 
missed the deadline will be 
staying at Upland high, as will 
non-teaching employees, who 
didn’t have a choice. 

“Despite all of the negotiation 
rumors and the stances that 
were taken by people on both 
sides, it’s come out pretty close 
to what we thought would 
happen originally,’ said Upland 
high Principal Gienn Fisher. 


As aresult of last November’s 
general election Upland High 
School will leave the Chaffey 
district July 1, becoming part of 
anew, unified district in Upland. 

Teachers had to decide 
whether to keep their same jobs 
and work for different people in 
Upland, or work for the same 


people in different jobs in the 
Chaffey district. 

Chaffey schools 
Superintendent Mike Dirksen 
said it was too early to predict 
Tuesday what the result of the 
teachers’ choices would be. 

“They'll all have jobs — that’s 
not a question — the question is 
whether we'll have openings 
without giving layoff notices to 
other teachers,”’ Dirksen said. 
‘““My hope is no one will be laid 
off and we can absorb them all, 
but right now we can’t tell.”’ 

Fisher said the majority of 
those teachers who decided to 
transfer to other jobs in the 
Chaffey district fell into an older 
age group. 

Although Upland school 
officials promised during the 
election campaign that teachers 
would not lose anything in their 
pay and benefit packages by 
staying at Upland, negotiations 
with teachers failed to fulfill that 
expectation. Medical benefits for 
retirees were below the benefits 
for Chaffey district teachers. 

Renworth said giving Upland 
teachers the same lifetime 
medical, dental and vision 
benefits as teachers who retire 
after 28 or more years of 
experience with the Chaffey 
district would be fiscally 
unsound. 


Between 45 and 50 new 
teachers will have to be hired at 
the high school to prepare for 
the opening of schoci in 


September. In addition to 
replacing those who are leaving, 
about 20 more teachers will be 
needed for Upland students who 
have been attending Montclair 
and Chaffey high schools and 
will have an opportunity to 
attend Upland high for the first 
time next year. 

Students who fall into that 
group have until Feb. 12 to 
decide if they will stay at 
Montclair and Chaffey or attend 
Upland. 

The Chaffey district school 
board has stated it will accept al 
of next year’s Upland seniors 
who have been going to school 
at Montclair and Chaffey, but 
their younger brothers and 
sisters will be accepted only in 
special cases. 

Fisher said about 2,949 
students are expected to fill 
Upland high classrooms next 
fall. 

“It will be quite a different 
school next year,’ he said.

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Mobile home park residents upset

Ray Coen says he believes 
there’s a lot of work to be done 
in his Upland mobile home park 
before the owners should get a 
rent hike. 

Even after the work on the 
roads, pool and clubhouse of 
Upland Cascade Mobile Home 
Park is completed, there is no 
way the Newport Pacific Capitol 
Co. Inc. deserves $75 more a 
space, he said. 

“My point is that they should 
do it, period,”’ said Coen, 
president of the park’s 
homeowners association. He 
has held off on publicly 
complaining about the park 
conditions since the company 
took over operations last May, he 
said. 

“| didn’t want to create any 
waves. The rent raise brought it 
to a head,” he said. ‘If you want 
that much money, do something 
about it.” 

On a recent tour of the park, 
Coen pointed out anumber of 
problems he thought should be 
taken care of including bare 
furniture in the clubhouse and 
laundry rooms, stained carpets 
and a cracked window. 












A bright blue tarp covers part 
of the tiled clubhouse roof to 
keep out the rain. 

“In order to repair the roof, 
they went out and bought a new 
tarp,” Coen said. 

The owner’s representative, 
Larry Tait, promised him $20,000 
worth of improvements when the 
company took over the park, he 
said. So far the company has re- 
covered two pool tables and has 
trimmed a line of trees along one 
of the streets. 

“Nobody requested it,” he 
said. 

Park manager Larry 
Brunwasser said he had no 
comment on the requested rent 
increase and referred questions 
to Tait, who was unavailable for 
comment. 

Coen Is protesting the rate 
hike requested last week by the 
park owners. Under Upland’s 
rent-control law, the owners are 
automatically allowed an 
increase of 125 percent of the 
Consumer Price Index for 1986 
for a CPI up to 7 percent, City 
Attorney Don Maroney said. 

Since last year’s CPI was only 
1.1 percent, the automatic 
increase would be limited to 
$3.45 to $3.70 per space.

The owners may request a 
higher increase at a meet-and- 
confer session at City Hall 
between Coen and Tait set for 
today. 

The Cascade park is the only 
one of six in Upland that falls 
under the law because tenants 
have not signed a long-term 
lease with the owner.

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Homeless family 


gets assistance 4

Roger and Karen Dorsey came 
to the West Valley looking for 
steady work they never found. 

With only a broken-down car 
and not a dollar to their name, 
they wondered where they would 
sleep — until they reached out 
to St. Mark’s Episcopal Church 
in Upland for help. 

Through the church’s Hope 
Ministry, the Dorseys and their 
two children were able to stay in 
a motel room for four nights. 

This isn’t the first time Hope 
Ministry has helped the family. 
In the past three years, the 
church has put the family up 
three times as part of its 
temporary shelter program. 

“That's the thing about these 
people. They never close the 
door,’’ Roger Dorsey said. 

“They don’t look down on us 
because we have a lot of 
problems,” Karen Dorsey added. 

Hope Ministry was founded 
three years ago ‘‘because the 
Scriptures say ‘shelter thy 
people,’ ’’ said volunteer Irene 
Gurnon said. 

Food is collected weekly at 
services as part of the offertory, 
she said. Money donated by 
congregation members and local 
service clubs helps provide 
supplies from a food bank and 
housing up to two homeless 
individuals or families in motel 
rooms each night. 

The church is in the middle of 
a campaign to raise $100,000 for 
a transitional shelter, which 
would provide free housing for 
up to three families for several 
weeks. This would allow them 
time to save money and get off 
the streets for good, campaign 
chairman Don Moore said. 

Such a shelter might have 
really helped her family, Karen 
Dorsey said. She and her

Ashley Park residents upset 
about flooding problems in their 
yards asked the Upland City 
Council last week to make sure a 
block wall is constructed to 
protect their property.

Two developers’ race to build 
the first shopping center in 
Etiwanda may have been won at 
last week’s Rancho Cucamonga 
City Council meeting.

The ministry also provides 
food for needy people, although 
most of it is canned goods and 
cannot be cooked in a motel 
room. Still, the food gets eaten. 

“Sometimes we give them 
chili, which is better heated, of 


course, but when you’re hungry, 


it tastes very good cold,”’ 
volunteer Carol Clarke said. 

The No. 1 priority of the 
volunteers is to treat the people 
with dignity, and that approach 
is evident, the Dorseys said. 

“These are the only people 
we’ve met who’ve helped us 
without looking down on us,” 
said Karen. 


“Once you get down on your 
knees, society just wants to 
smash you down,” said her 
husband, punctuating his 


statement by stomping his foot. 


The Dorseys say they have 
met many homeless people 
along the way, some of them 
former doctors and lawyers. 
With the loss of a job, anyone 
could be in their situation, the 
couple warned.
